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In fact (cf. Wendelbo, ibid. 163), it is difficult to segregate the species around 
T. linifolia by dried specimens. But it is better to combine with T. Wilsoniana 
than with T. linifolia by the comparison of Hoog’s original description (which 
has been compared with T. linifolia ) in Gard. Ghron. 32.: 50 (1902) and Botch- 
santsjeva’s detailed description with figures in his “Tjulipani” 85—86, t. 16, f. 
4-e (1962). Var. afghanica is distinguishable from the type by having thick 
violet anthers (yellow in type, pinkish in T. linifolia ) and narrower leaves (as 
like as T. Wilsoniana). In spite of these characters look trivials they always 
appear on every T. Wilsoniana of the area. 
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
